Under a new law passed at the 
last legislative session, the State 
will match dollar for dollar all 
local funds available, As a WPA 
project, the library will be kept 
open all day each week day and 
will give employment to four per- 
#0n8s—two librarians, a bookbinder 
and a@ maid, 

‘To comply with new regulations, 
the City Council was required to 
ame a library board to supervise 
the project and the following have 
been named: Mrs, J. M, Rowe and 
Mrs. J, O, English for terms of 
four years, Mrs. Greil Tillman for 
three years, Mrs, W. K, Farris for 
two years, and Miss Nettye Flour- 
uoy for one year, 

The library moevyment in Elba 
was begun in the home of Mrs. 
J. F, Brunson, sponsored by the 
Hlba Study Club, and was moved 
to the City Hall in September, 
1986. The Three In One Study 
Club, the City and individuals have 
contributed materially to the li- 
brary. In March, 1937, the City 
purchased 1,400 volumes and do-

THE CHILD AND THE KINGDOM 


LESSON TEXT — Matthew 
18:1-6; 19:13-15. 

GOLDEN TEXT —A little child shall 
lead them,—Isalah 11:6. 


1:18-25; 


The children’s holiday! 

Yes, Christmas is the children’s 
day of days, and it is also the day 
for those who have been ‘converted 
and become as little children’ 
(Matt. 18:3). It is quite proper that 
it should be so, for Christmas really 
means nothing very significant ex- 
cept as we gather at Bethlehem’s 
manger and there we find a child, 
the Christ-child. Those who come 
on the morrow to do homage to Him 
in the spirit of childlike faith will 
truly keep Christmas. In that spirit 
the writer of these notes wishes for 
you who read these lines just that 
kind of a holy day of joy and glad- 
ness, 

Let us then go first of all to Beth- 
lehem, and there having seen the 
One who “became flesh and dwelt 
among us’’ as a little child, we shall 
be ready to go on and learn from 
Him what a blessed example, re- 
sponsibility, and opportunity there 
is in the childhood which we see all 
around us. 

I, The Child—Jesus Our Saviour 
(Matt. 1:18-25). 

The virgin mother Mary “brought 
forth her firstborn son’’ and ‘‘called 
his name Jesus’’—the one who 
should ‘save his people from their 
sins'’’ (vv. 21, 25). In order that 
He might be the Saviour, He had to 
be both God and man. This could 
only be true as God sent His own 
only-begotten Son into the world by 
giving to Him a human mother in 
whom He as the eternal Son of God 
was ‘‘conceived by the Holy Ghost’”’ 
(as we express it in the creed) and 
became the Son of Man. 

For anyone who believes that God 
has all power and all wisdom to do 
what He wills and as He wills, and 
who further believes that Christ was 
pre-existent as the Son of God be- 
fore His incarnation, there is no 
difficulty in believing in the virgin 
birth. In fact, no other manner of 
incarnation would have been possi- 
ble. It necessarily follows that the 
one who denies the virgin birth of 
Christ thereby declares that He does 
not believe in the God of the Scrip- 
tures and in Jesus Christ His Son 
our Lord, 

Il. The Child—Our Example (18: 
1-4). 

The disciples had been having a 
discussion about who was to be the 
greatest in the kingdom of heaven. 
This was not because they desired 
their brothers’ advancement, for 
each one wanted to be the greatest 
(Luke 9:46). 

Jesus frankly told them that they 
needed a real change of heart, a 
conversion. True greatness is not 
a matter of worldly position or am- 
bition, but of a childlike humility. 
Such an idea was absolutely revo- 
lutionary in the day of Jesus, and 
in fact sounds unbelievable to the 
worldly man today. But it is none- 
theless true that the great man or 
woman is the one who knows and 
recognizes himself to be utterly de- 
pendent on God in every moment, 


every circumstance, every trial, and | 


in every opportunity of life. We need 
to learn of our children. 

I. The Child—Our Responsibill- 
ty (18:5, 6). 

These awful, solemn words should 
be considered with great care. What 
a terrible judgment awaits those 
who cause little ones to stumble by 
reason of their false teaching, their 
failure to bring God's Word to bear 
upon their lives, improper discipline 
in the home, or the influence of a 
bad example. There are probably 
preachers, teachers in the Sunday 
School, grandparents, uncles, aunts, 
mothers, fathers, yes, even friends 
of little children who need to reread 
these verses and then cry out to God 
in repentance before it is too late. 

IV. The Child—Our Opportunity 
(19; 13-15). 

Jesus knew the real value of a 
child and His loving heart reached 
out to invite the children to come 
unto Him in love, in obedience, and 
in trust. When they came, He never 
failed to bless them. 

The glorious thing is that we 
are privileged to thus bring little 
children to Him. Someone may say, 
“Jesus is no longer on earth, I can- 
not take my child to him.”’ Jesus 
is not here in the flesh, but He is 
here ever present with His children. 
You can bring your child to Him, 
for the coming which He has in 
mind in these verses is not in any 
physical sense but rather spiritual. 
The parents who teach their little 
ones about the birth of Christ on 
this Christmas day have brought 
them to Him. Every word of in- 
struction, every encouragement to 
pray, every example of devotion to 
Christ which the child may follow 
is the true bringing of that child to 
Him. 

Will you do it this Christmas—in 
the home, in the Suiday School, in 
the church, anywhere? If you do, 
there will be blessing beyond your 
ability to contain it and you will

New Social Security 
Questions, Answers

(Editor's Note: This is No, 10 
in a series of 12 sets of Questions 
most frequently asked, No, 11 
will appear next week.) 


Q. Does a worker who was 65 
years old in 1938 have to pay 
taxes under Social Security Act 
for the year 1939? 

A. Yes. Both the employer 
and worker have to pay taxes back 
to January 1, 1939. 

Q. Is there anything to com- 
pel the employer to pay taxes 
back to January 1, 19397 

A, Yes, It is a regular tax and 
must be paid, 

Q. How much is the Social 
Security tax for the year 1939? 

A, It is 1 per cent on the em- 
ployer and 1 per cent on the em- 
ployee, ‘The employer collects 
from the employee and remits 
quarterly to the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue, 

Q. Is it necessary for an em- 
ployer to show on his tax returns 
the Social Security Account Num- 
ber of each of his employees? 

A. Yes, It is now mandatory 
for each employer to send in not 
only the name but the Social Se- 
curity Account Number of each 
employee. 

Q. What is the practical bene- 
fit to the worker in this proce- 
dure ? 

A, It enables the Social Securi- 
ty Board to properly identify the 
individual and his wage record so 
that they can credit his account 
with all of the benefits due him. 

Q. - Who is responsible for the 
administration of the tax provi~ 
sions of the Social Security Board ? 

A, The Bureau of Internal 
Revenue, who will gladly furnish} 
any desired information concern- 
ing tax matters.

THE POSTOFFICE FORCE 


TURKEY AND SAUCE 


IS HOLIDAY THAM 


Wrom all indications, the team 
of roast turkey and cranberry 
sauce is going to make an unusual- 
ly good showing this season, For 
the 1939 crop of turkeys is the 
largest on record, according to the 
U. 8S. Department of Agriculture, 
and the cranberry crop is larger 
than average, 

Since many Alabama families 
ere likely to have this happy com- 
bination, Mildred Simon, foods and 
nutrition specialist of the State 
Extension Service, today sent a 
few suggestions on stuffing and 
roasting the Christmas bird to 
Miss Mamie 8B. Mathews, home 
demonstration agent in Coffee 
County. 

“A handy rule for figuring how 
big a turkey to have for dinner 
is to allow three-fourths to one 
pound of turkey for every person,” 
she said. ‘This, however, means 
the weight of turkey after it has 
heen picked, but before it is drawn 
or has the head or feet cut off.” 

“Although there are a number 
of stuffings used, by far the most 
common are those with a bread- 
crumb base,” she continued. “Best 
crumbs for a ‘dry type’ of stuffing 
ere made from two or three-day- 
old bread,” 

“To determine how much stuff- 
ing to make, figure again from the 
weight of the turkey, plucked but 
now drawn with head and feet still 
on,”’ Miss Simon pointed out, “Allot 
one cup of bread crumbs for every 
pound of turkey, minus two. In 
other words, a turkey that weighs 
14 pounds will need about 12 cups 
or three quarts of bread crumbs.” 

While there are several methods 
of roasting turkey, one method is 
as follows: 

Keep the oven temperature mod- 
erate all the time the turkey is 
roasting, Use an open pan with 
a rack, Add no water. Baste 
and turn small or medium-sized 
turkeys every half hour, and for 
larger turkeys cooked in a slower 
cven, biste and turn every hour. 
When the turkey is tender in 
breast and thigh and the juice does 
not show a red tinge, it is ready 
to serve.

Dothan Eagle, Is 
Killed In Accident 


DOTHAN, Ala., Dec, 23,—Julian 
O, Hall, 89-year-old hard-hitting 
editor of ‘The Dothan Wagle, was 
killed Friday afternoon ag his auto- 
mobile overturned near Round 
Lake, Fla., while he was en route 
home alone from a fishing trip, 

W. M. Anderson, a Kansas City 
salesman, who witnessed the acci- 
dent, said Mr, Hall's car swerved 
from the road at a curve and over- 
turned three times, Identification 
first was established through pa- 
pers in the editor's clothing, 

Telephoning Eagle offices here 
trom Alford, Fla,, Mr, Anderson 
said Mr, Hall apparently was con- 
fused by a log truck which pulled 
off to the side of the road just 
ahead, and that he had started to 
light a cigarette and lost control,

The funeral will be held today 
at 2 p.m, from his Dothan home, 


Widely known in newspaper 
circles, principally for his caustic 
editorial and steadfast determina- 
tion, Mr. Hall once served in the 
State Senate, Wagle readers never 
found the red-headed editor “on 
the fence’ on any question, Re- 
porters had standing orders against 
passing any story worthy of print, 
“even if I'm involved.” 

Long an aviation enthusiast, Mr. 
Hall often proclaimed airplanes 
“safer than automobiles” in his 
editorial columns. Two years ago

After reportorial assignments in 
Atlanta and Washington, Mr. Hall 
returned to Dothan to work under 
his father, the late W. T. Hall, 
then editor and publisher of The 
Hagle. In 1924, after the elder 
Hall’s death from injuries suffered 
in an automobile accident, Julian 
became editor. His brother, Hor- 
fice, became business manager, a 
position he still holds, 

Mrs. W. T. Hall is owner of The 
Hagle and her three daughters at

He was a nephew of Grover C. 
Hall, editor of The Montgomery 
Advertiser; of Cody Hall, editor 
and publisher of The Alexander 
City Outlook, and of Samuel Hall, 
long with The Wagle circulation 
department, Only recently he was 
elected to the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors.

Fight Last Saturday Night 


(Tuesday's Troy Messenger) 

Three men are dead and one is 
in jail with knife wounds about 
the face as a result of a brawl 
on Saturday night at a store in 
Spring Hill, 

Thompson Grissett is in jail on 
charges of first degree murder, 
Truman Paul, age 25, and Hillary 
Killingsworth, 388, allegedly shot 
by Grissett, died instantly, and 
Kirk Sanders, 52, the third man 
lo be shot in the affray, lived until 
five o'clock Monday afternoon, 

Full details as to the causes 
leading up to the triple slaying 
have not yet been determined by 
investigating officers, and _ this 
paper is informed that more uar- 
rests are likely to follow, 

In the affray Paul received a 
blow on the head and a shot from 
a large calibre pistol, Killings- 
worth and Sanders received only 
gunshot wounds. At the request 
of Sheriff Ben Reeves and Solicitor 
Alex Huey, State Toxicologist H. 
W. Nixcn and his assistant, Nelson 
Grubbs, together with Dr. Her- 
man D. Jones, performed autopsies 
on the bodies of Paul and Kill- 
ingsworth Sunday afternoon. This, 
we understand, was done to de- 
termine whether or not both men 
were killed by bullets from the 
same gun, or whether or not Paul's 
death was caused from the head 
injury or the gunshot wound. 

Funeral services for Paul and 
Killingsworth were held Monday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock at Hebron 
Church, with Rey. Henderson of 
Crestview, Fla., officiating. Burial 
was in the church cemetery. 

Surviving Paul are his widow, 
Mrs. Frances Paul; mother, Mrs, 
Vickery Paul; one brother, Carroll 
Paul; two sisters, Mrs, Oscar 
Clark and Mrs. James Knox, and 
many other relatives, Active pall 
bearers were Swinson King, J. C.
